RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 

In an Office Action dated December 24, 2008, the period for response having 
been extended to February 24, 2009, by a Petition requesting a one-month extension of 
time and fee payment filed concurrently herewith, the Examiner required election of one 
of the following three species (i.e., embodiments): 

Species I, shown in Figs. 1 and 4; 

Species II, shown in Fig. 5; and 

Species III, shown in Fig. 6. 
Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, Species I shown in Figs. 1 and 4. 
Claims 60-92 and 97-118 "read on" Figs. 1 and 4, and at least claims 60-92 are generic. 
See Office Action at 2. Applicants traverse the election of species requirement because 
the Office Action fails to show how examination of claims 93-96 in addition to 
claims 60-92 and 97-1 18 would create a serious burden. See M.P.E.P. § 803 (requiring 
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examination of all of claims even though some of the claims are directed to independent 
or distinct inventions, unless serious burden is shown). Therefore, Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the election of species 
requirement, and examination of all of pending claims 60-1 18 on the merits.
